PRESS SEARCH 
FOR MYSTERIOUS 
EXTORTIONIST 


FBT Agent' and State Police to­ 
day continued their grim search for 
the man who attempted to extort 
$2,000 from William McClean White, 
33 year old Fairfield R. D. resident, 
but their only statement on progress 
of the case was a tight-lipped “no 
comment.” 
They explained, however, th a t the 
"no comment” on the case was 
forced bv an FBT policy forbidding 
the discussio 
of case* in progress. 
At least seven FBI men Joined 
state police at one time during the 
search 
that has continued since 
White received a threatening note 
July 8 directing him to pay $2,000. 
When White received the printed 
note, malled through the Fairfield 
post office, he notified local state 
police who in turn called the FBI. 
White was directed to appear to 
make the “payoff,” putting paper 
instead of money in an envelope 
and placing it at the spot designated 
in the note. The designated position 
w'as near the Fairfield cemetery, in 
a lonely lane adjoining a cornfield. 
Man Eludes Police 
Police surrounded the spot the 
night of July 9. when the envelope 
was placed. A man described as six 
feet tall, ran from a field, secured 
the envelope and then ran away 
with police in full chase. The officers 
lost him in the cornfield and have 
been searching for him ever since. 
Scores of people have been ques­ 
tioned and several have been asked 
to print notes in order to compare 
their printing with th at on the 
extortion note. 
Clothing of some male residents 
of the general Fairfield area has 
been requested by police for chem­ 
ical examination during the progress 
of the case. 
No Official Statement 
While police would give no state­ 
ment on the case, they indicated 
that there are a number of prom­ 
ising clues in the search for the 
extortionist However 
one has been taken into cutlery, 
and they indicated that there has 
not as yet been enough evidence 
leading in any direction to cause 
them to believe that case may be 
completed within hours or even 
days. 
Meanwhile White, who lives with 
his mother about a mile from Fair­ 
field, was disturbed about one aspect 
of the case. He feared th at the 
activities of police and FBI In seek­ 
ing the extortionist would lead resi­ 
dents of the area to believe that 
he might have some suspicion of 
of them as the persons sought. 
White appeared more worried about 
the possibility of that than about 
possible bodily Injury from the ex­ 
tortioner.

DETROIT UFI—A quarter-m illion- 
dollar dam age suit against Dr. 
Kenneth B. Small has been filed 
by the divorced wife of the m an 
he killed, Jules M. Lack, New York 
businessm an. 
Only last Saturday, the 31-year- 
old D etroit dentist wa9 found in­ 
nocent by reason of insanity in 
the May 29 pistol slaying of Lack, 
his pretty wife’s suitor. 
The suit, filed in W ayne County 
Circuit Court yesterday, asks dam ­ 
ages of $250,000 in reparation for 
the lost potential earnings of the 
shooting victim and as com pensa­ 
tion for the “ pain and suffering” 
of L ack's two sons, John, 9, and 
Andrew, 7. It was brought by Mrs. 
Jean A. Lack of New York, ex­ 
wife of the late industrialist, and 
David C. Lewis. 
Must Prove He Was Sane 
M rs. Lack and Lewis are co- 
adm inistrators of L ack's estate. 
Lack, 45. was shot to death by 
the handsom e society dentist dur­ 
ing a M em orial Day weekend ren­ 
dezvous with dark-eyed Mrs. Edith 
Small in southw estern Michigan. 
Still in jail at Allegan, where 
the trial was held. Dr. Sm all said; 
“ Seems to m e that after the rul­ 
ing of the jury they couldn’t sue 
an insane m an. W here would I get 
that kind of money? It sounds like 
baloney to m e.” 
Allegan Atty. Leo Hoffman, who 
successfully defended Dr. Small, | 
said the plaintiffs would have a 
tough tim e trying to m ake a case. 
“ They m ust prove that the trial 
verdict was wrong and that Dr 
Small was not insane when he shot 
Lack,” the attorney said.
